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PREFACE. 


In  presenting  this  new  book  to  the  public,  the  author  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  teachers  to  some  of  its 
leading  features.  After  the  key  of  C  has  been  elaborated,  one,  two  and  three  sharps  are  taken  up.  Then  one,  two 
and  three  flats.  The  teacher  will  notice  that  six  flats  has  been  placed  with  one  sharp :  five  flats  with  two  sharps: 
four  flats  with  three  sharps,  etc. 

As  these  pairs  of  keys  are  read  by  note  the  same,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  writer  that  they  should  be  presented 
to  the  class,  and  practiced  at  the  same  time. 

As  there  are  but  seven  letters  in  the  musical  scale,  there  can  be  but  seven  positions  for  the  scale;  and  if  this  fact 
is  impressed  upon  the  mind  of  the  learner,  the  labor  of  fixing  the  different  positions  of  scale  in  the  mind  will  be  re- 
duced nearly  one  half. 

See  arrangement  of  scales  on  page  5. 

The  flattering  success  of  the  "Song  Champion,"  published  in  1877,  and  the  "Conqueror,"  published  in  1880,  in- 
spires the  hope  that  the  "Key  Letter"  will  also  make  many  friends.  No  poor  music  has  been  selected  to  please 
personal  friends,  or  because  it  was  never  before  published,  and  no  good  music  has  been  discarded  because  it  is  old. 
It  is  believed  that  the  book  is  unusually  supplied  with  bright  and  sparkling  melodies  and  movements;  and  although 
most  of  the  music  is  new,  a  few  standard  pieces  have  been  introduced,  such  as  are  best  suited  to  supply  the  wants 
that  the  "Key  Letter"  is  intended  to  supply. 

Teachers  and  composers  are  invited  to  correspond  with  the  author,  and  to  send  manuscript  for  future  publications.

There  is  one  accent  in  Double  measure,  on  the  first  count,  and 
one  in  Triple  measure  on  the  first  count.  Quadruple  measure  has  two 
accents,  on  the  first  and  third  counts.  In  Compound  measures  every 
count  or  beat  is  accented.    Accent  is  a  stress  of  voice. 

Pitch  is  represented  by  a  character  called  the  staff,  which  may  be 
enlarged  by  added  lines.  Perpendicular  lines  drawn  across  the  staff 
are  called  bars,  and  are  used  to  divide  the  music  into  measures. 

The  clefs  are  used  to  locate  the  letters  on  the  staff.    There  are 
three  clefs.    The  C,  or  Tenor  clef.  ($$)The  G,  or  Treble  clef.  £ 
used  as  the  sign  of  the  Soprano  and      Alto,  and  the  F  or  Base 

In  singing  by  note,  or  syllable,  the  parts  that  use  the  C  and  G  clefs 
are  read  the  same.  That  is,  Do  is  located  on  the  same  degree  of  the 
staff.    The  F  clef  locates  Do  two  degrees  lower. 

(For  Diatonic  major  scales,  locating  the  letters  with  th?  C,  G  and 
F  clefs,  see  page  5.)

DEFIN 

A  sharp  ($)  placed  before  a  note,  represents  a  pitch  a  half  step 
higher. 

A  flat  (1?)  placed  before  a  note,  represents  a  pitch  a  half  step  lower. 
A  double  sharp  (>*$)  is  used  to  sharp  a  letter  already  sharped  in 
the  signature. 

A  double  flat  (W)  is  used  to  flat  a  letter  already  flatted  in  the  sig- 
nature. 

The  natural  (t})  (called  by  some  a  cancel),  is  used  to  cancel  the 
effect  of  a  sharp  or  flat. 

The  number  of  sharps  and  flats  placed  at  the  beginning  of  a  piece 
of  music  is  called  the  signature,  and  shows  the  key  or  scale  in  which 
the  piece  is  written. 

A  sharp,  flat  or  natural  not  in  the  signature,  is  called  an  accidental, 
and  continues  its  effect  through  the  measure  in  which  it  occurs,  and 
no  further. 

Syncopation  is  transferring  the  accent  from  its  regular  position  to 
the  unaccented  part  of  the  measure. 

The  hold        prolongs  the  tone  at  the  option  of  the  performer. 
A  triplet  is  a  group  of  three  notes  performed  in  one  count  or  beat
